BONN (UPI) — West Germ an Finance M inister Hans Apel 
has warned his European neighbors not to expect his 
governm ent to bail them out of their financial difficulties. 
Apel noted W ednesday that West G erm any holds 60 per 
cent of the nine-country European Common M arket’s 
foreign exchange reserves, and continues to atb 'e v e record 
trade and paym ents surpluses while the other eight battle 
deficits.

TORRANCE, Calif. (U PI) — The crescent-shaped bite 
mark on the nose of an elderly murder victim was used by 
prosecution attorneys Wednesday to link a defendant with 
the slaying 
Dr. Reidar Sognnaes, dean of UCLA’s School of Dentistry, 
testified he was “ compelled” to conclude extensive com­ 
parative research established that the bite marks “ are in 
complete and satisfactory harmony with the dental con­ 
figurations of the teeth of the suspect.” 
Walter FL Marx, 32, is on trial in Superior Court for the 
February slaying of Lovey Benovsky, 73, whose strangled 
and stabbed body was found in her bed. 
Police called Sognnaes in on the case to assist in iden­ 
tifying teeth marks left on Mrs Benovsky’s nose by the killer 
before she died. 
Dr. Sognnaes said it is “ very unlikely” that two humans 
would have the same dental characteristics. 


Self Defense 


GREENFIELD, Mass. (U PI) - Samuel Lovejoy, 27, of 
Montague, Mass., is conducting his own defense against 
charges he toppled a 500-foot meterological tower because of 
his opposition to nuclear power plants. 
Lovejoy, who police allege at one time admitted respon­ 
sibility for the toppling of the tower last Feb. 22, has a bat­ 
tery of scientists and writers to add to his defense that what 
he did was not a malicious act, but was done to prevent 
construction of nuclear facilities. 
On Wednesday, when jury selection was completed in the 
three-day-old trial, Lovejoy agreed to Franklin County 
Judge Kent Smith’s request that legal counsel be available to 
him for consultation. 
The charges against the critic of nuclear power are “ mali­ 
cious and willful” destruction of private property. The 
tower, located on Montague Plain in Montague, was reported 
valued at more than $50,000.

As often as not, the man 
driving the car for Clyde 
Barrow and Bonnie Parker 
was J C . 
Sullivan, who 
dodged bullets along with 
them. Sullivan also drove

67, 
remembers those days well. 
He 
ran

funds. 
And, 
Sullivan says, they weren't 
bigtime gangsters at all, just 
petty thieves. Their glamor, 
he said, is a myth created by 
Hollywood

Sullivan said in an interview

“ Clyde was a likeable fella 
and he had a real per­ 
sonality,” Sullivan said. “ If 
he could’ve

could’ve 
been 
something.” 
Sullivan said he drove for 
the Barrow gang only when 
he needed money badly 
because he didn’t care for 
them. 
“ Clyde knew where I lived 
and he'd call me up and say: 
‘I'm in the old Ford and I ’m 
bringing it through’ and that 
would be my clue,” Sullivan 
said. 
“ I could see the trap that 
Bonnie was in. She started 
with him and after they 
robbed a place or two, she 
couldn’t turn back. She 
really cared for Clyde —she 
loved him,” Sullivan said. 
“ As far as she is con­ 
cerned. I don’t think she ever 
shot at anyone and I don’t 
think she ever smoked a 
cigar" as in the movies, 
Sullivan said. “ She wrote 
poetry and she had a good 
mind.” 


Three times Sullivan went 
to prison. He escaped twice. 
But all the time, he said, “ I 
was scared.” 
“ I knew they would hunt 
me up and chase me down 
sooner or later,” he said. “ It 
was bound to happen. No one 
could evade the law as I had 
done for long and get by.” 
So about 30 years ago. he 
quit. 
He 
said 
he 
was 
“ finished with the dark side 
of living.” 
He became a Christian and 
started a program called 
“ NuWay” to help paroled 
prisoners learn skills and get 
jobs. He became a leader in 
the Baptist church. 
“ My mother is a Christian 
and she read the Bible to me 
at home and this stayed with 
me whenever I laid down on 
an old, hard prison bed,” 
Sullivan said. 
“ People who get 
into 
crime don’t realize the 
awfulness of it and the fear 
and the dread and how you 
can bound into it. Every man 
out there who is wanted is 
Clyde —they walk in fear 
and dread.”
